There is an increasing tendency on 


the part of the public to inform itself 
concerning topics relating to the 
"Ofiesttons of the day." There, is -Hbt 
wise an increasing tendency on the 
part of the publishers to furnish books 
that shall-be an answer to this de- 
mand. Of course, there is the danger 
thit the matter may be overdone, the 
result then being books that are too 
hastily written, ill-informed, and giv- 
ing, a false,impression altogether. But 
on th'e whole, the standard is a high 
one,, and the. writers engaged to- pre- 
pare these'books—for they are gener- 
ally,, selected for the 
purpose,—are 


keen, clever men with special facilties 
for obtaining information and skill in 
putting it in readable shape. 


Many of these books are made up 


from or based on newspaper or peri- 
odical correspondence sent from the 
seat of war. Others'are prepared at 
the flrst whisper of impending trouble. 
New questions in politics or sociology 
are promptly met. The death 'of a 
famous man is immediately followed 
by biographies. Any country in which 
for any reason there Is special inter- 
est is written up historically and des- 


I criptively. The cj*tenariea 
of 
the 


great ones of the earth are^eelebratad 
by biographies and critical discussions. 
Men are no longer wholly satisfied 
with what the newspaper 
furnishes 


them. 
Magazine articles apparently 


stimulate them to further reading. 


Anything that will give a man a wid- 


isr and more intelligent interest in 
things in the-: world outside himself 
and bis immediate family and. friends 
is certainly praiseworthy. The more 
there is of this, tho: lessr shall Ameri 
cants be chargeable with vain-glory and 
provincialism. It is well to be proud 


1 of our country, but not to such an ex 
I tent that we become a byword for 


I boastfuiness; and this tendency di- 


j minishes as we compare the accomp- 
lishments of others with 
our 
own 


shortcomings as a nation, 'measure 
their successes and failares with our 
own. 


Many of these occasional books, it is 


true, are but books of the moment, 
and after a? few year§; of success are 
destined to sink into obscurity. Others 
however, like Fiske's "Discovery of 
America," published about the time of 
our four-hundredth anniversary, ;be- 
come standard works of reference and 
authorities in their fiSd. This fact is 
encouraging, asid stimulation to spec- 
ial writers to do the best work in their 
power.
